Paſs H | 5 Delightful Companion, the Pipe Recyr der, hath been for a long time out of uſe; 
but now 1t's beginning to be 1n a greater Repute than ever it was before: And indeed 
there is no Mulick {o near a natural Voice, it admits of excellent Harmony in Conſort. 
of two and three Parts. 1 have therefore with the Aſſiſtance of ſeveral able Matters ſer 
down theſe plain and ealic Inſtructions tor Beginners. 

The firſt thing that a Practitioner is to obſerve, is the true manger of holding the 
Pipe, and placing his Fingers exactly on the holes; for the pertecting of which, obſerve theſe Rules 
following : 

Firft, hold your Pipe with your left hand uppermoſt next your Mouth, then obſerve there is eight 
holes upon the Pipe, 41z. ſeven before and one underneath, which we call the uppermoſt, and is to be 
{topt with your Thumb, the next with your fore finger, the third with your ſecond finger, the fourth 
with your third finger, uext ſtop the next or fift hole with the fore finger of your right hand, your 
ſecond finger of the ſame hand ſtop on the 11xth hole, then ſtop the teventh hole with your third 
finger, the laſt or lowelt hole ſtop with your little finger; having thus placed your fingers, be ſure to 
{top them all cloſe, they begin toblow with a gentle breath, whuch will found the firlt Note or Stop 
which is called F-fa-«t, next take off your little finger, keeping all the reſt cloſe, then you will ſound 
or ſtop G-ſol-re-ar, and {o you are to proceed tnall the Notes alcending, which are prictkt upon five 
nes, and named aud placed according to the proper places in Space and on Rule according to the Scale 
or Gat, the feveral Stops are plaged under them by Dots on ſeven Lines, the feven Dats doexpreſs 
all tro be ſtopt by your fuigers as is aforc- mentioned ; where yau lee no Dots areplaced, there the 
holes arc open, 2% you may plainly ſee and leara by this following Table.

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Next youare to obſerve, That the ſeven Lines and Dots are not intended for a method or conſtane 
Rule to play by, for it is not a commendable way, neither do Iadviſeany to uſe it any other ways than 
to attain to the right knowledge of the Stops for every Note, that ſo you may the readier know them 
when you cometo play any Tunes prickt in the right Muſical way upon fiye Lines, as all the follewing 
Tunes are. 
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| This Table diretts, and is a Guide, to know all the Stops upon the Record& or Flate, both Flat and 
: Sharp, or the half Notes aſcending and deſcending, according to the Scale of Muſick. 
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4 lable of jSeucrall Notes which require Shake or Back falls 
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Of theſe Graces, s Bcat is marked thus w, a Shake is marked thus 444 : A Beat is fetcht irom the 
half Note below the Note it ſtands over ; and a Shake is fetcht from, or ſhaked in the proper Note 
above it; a Slur is thus marked, when it is over or under two Notes tied together, and 1s a fliding, 
from one Note or more to another in the drawing of one breath. In all the Ayres or Tn: inthis Book, 
you vill mect with theſe Graces ſet oyer the ſeveral Notes that are to be ſo Graced.

The laſt and moſt chiefly to be underſtood is the Notes, their Names and Proportions of Time, 
$\. which are here ſet in the plaineſt method I could invent, beginning with the Semibreve, which is accoun- 
ted a whole Meaſure.

with Pricks added to the Notes, which Pricks are half the meaſurc and proportion of the Notcs to 
which they are added.
